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Lebanese 
Christians 
free sailors 


BEIRUT (Reuter) — The Christian 
Lebanese Forces militia yesterday 
released nine foreign seamen, three 
of them Danes, whom it captured 
from their cargo ship in December, 
witnesses said. 

They said the nine were taken to 
the Dallas Hotel in Christian East 
Beirut but refused to talk to report- 
ers or give their names. 

The other released seamen were 
three Sri Lankans and three Poles, a 
Lebanese Forces source said. 

Security sources in East Beirat 
told Reuters the seamen were seized 
by the Lebanese Forces from the 
Danish-registered Inge Webb off 
the Lebanese coast on December 
27. 5 

“Their cargo ship was taking 
weapons to the Palestinians in the 
south. The Lebanese Forces inter- 
cepted them and have been holding 
them for investigation,” one source 
said. He said the ship had been 
forced to dock at Beirut port, con- 
trolled by the Lebanese Forces. 

The Inge Webb came under ma- 
chinegun fire on December 27 as it 
sailed off the Lebanese shore after 
being intercepted by Israeli war- 
ships and ordered to head for Beirut 
port. The source of the fire was not 
known. 

The Lebanese Forces source said 
the nine were detained “because 
they did not have legal papers on 
them allowing them to sail in Leba- 
nese territorial waters.” 

The ship was heading either to 
Sidon or Jiyeh, both ports south of 
Beirut, shipping sources said at the 
time. Sidon is controlled by Sunni 
Moslems and is the nearest port.to 
the sprawling Ein Hilweh Palestin- 
ian camp, where Palestinian guerril- 
las are based. Jiyeh is the port of the 
Druse Progressive Socialist Party 
militia.

CBS offers America in-depth look at Israel’s conflict

WASHINGTON -- A one-hour nationally-televised report on the continu- 
ing Palestinian disturbances in Israel and the territories last week did a very 
fair and balanced job in portraying the historic roots and complexities of the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. , 

That was the opinion of several Israeli officials and American Jewish 
activists who watched CBS News’ “48 Hours,” hosted in New York by 
anchorman Dan Rather and reported by CBS News correspondents Tom 
Fenton, Bob Simon, Anthony Mason and Bernard Goldberg. 

The documentary devoted a roughly equal amount of time to hearing the 
respective views of representative Israelis and Palestinians. Among the 
Israelis interviewed were Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek, IDF OC/Central 
Command Genera! Amram Mitzna, and writer Ze'ev Chafets. Each was 
very effective in making his points. 

There were also discussions with West. Bank settlers. . 

Perhaps the most moving and effective section of the report — from the 
Israeli perspective — involved an interview with a 63-year-old kibbutznik, 
himself a Holocaust survivor. In plain but eloquent English, he spoke 
passionately about his new life in Israel and the need for a negotiated 
settlement of the conflict. a 

There were also sympathetic portrayals of the plight of the Palestinians 
living under Israeli military occupation. A pre-school teacher in Gaza 


described the particular problems facing her children. 

Jonathan Kuttab, an aetcalets Palestinian lawyer who once worked for a 
large Wall Street law firm, spoke of his frostration in trying to defend 
Palestinians before Israeli military tribunals. Mubarak Awad, a Jerusalem- 
born American citizen who has been fighting Israeli efforts to deport him, 
defended his concept of non-violent resistance to the occupation. 

At the same time, however, several convicted Palestinian terrorists who 
had been released nearly three years ago from Israeli prisons as part of a 
highly- controversial and lop-sided exchange for three Israeli soldiers openly 
insisted that their struggle was not simply for the West Bank and Gaza -- but 
rather for all of Palestine. ἢ 

Their faces covered by kafiyahs, they rejected the notion of any Jewish 
state at all and insisted that those Jews who came to Palestine from 
elsewhere had to leave the country. 

“So the Israelis are right." reporter Bob Simon said to them, noting that 
the Palestinian objective was to destroy the state-of Israel.

THE NOTTINGHAM model has 
gained disciples all over the world. 
The World Health Organization, for 
one, has asked members of Arieh’s 
team to visit several countries to 
demonstrate its psycho-geriatric 
principles, Every two years, the 
British Council sponsors an interna- 
Sonal course for geriatric doctors, 
Psychiatrists and experts in related 
fields at Nottingham. 


Dr. Gabi Mor of Ichilov Hospital 
Participated in one such course sev- 
€ral years ago and returned enthusi- 
astic about the scope of the com- 
bined geriatric and psychiatric care 
Provided, and about the continuity 
Of care given through networks of 
community services once the patient 
is at home. He cited a day hospital, 
sheltered housing, clubs for the el- 
derly, home care'service and clinics. 


Mor thinks a lot of the Notting- 
ham method's success is due to 
Arieh’s personal commitment and 
charisma. 

"Ἧς manages to win support from 
community leaders for his projects 
and also does so without offending 
people that he’s entering their 
field,” Mor says. For exampie, Prof. 
Arieh once showed them a former 
junk yard which he had turned into 
a flourishing day-care centre for the 
elderly after convincing the local 
council that it was necessary and not 
overly expensive. 

“We're.very proud that most of 
our old people in Nottingham are 
monitored,” says Arieh, noting tliat 
research has shown that that his de- 
partment’s service has picked up the 
main problems of the 100,000 eider- 
ly living in the area. 

The English psychiatrist admits 
that his interest in geriatrics was 
whetted by the fact that it was such a 
neglected and unattractive field. He 
was working as a teacher of social 
medicine when the opportunity to 
join a psychiatric hospital in the 
East End of London cropped up. 


With his enthusiasm and energy, he - 


quickly turned what was previously 
unprestigious work into a budding 
field which bas attracted young doc- 
tors on on over the world. is

there where new ideas in geriatrics 
could be developed. He believed in 
combining ali the disciplines that 
dealt with the elderly. So, by blur- 
ring the distinctions and establishing 
a joint approach, his new depart- 
ment of health care began making 
: history, 

Instead of the approach he had 
used previously in London, he was 
now able to go one step forward and 
introduce a joint enterprise where 
physicians and psychiatrists together 
worked in the same department, 
saw the same patients and consulted 
together, even as each discipline 
maintained its own character. 

In practice, about 20 per cent of 
all the psychiatric patients receive a 
medical check-up, whereas 80 per 
cent of the genatric patients are 
seen by a psychiatrist. Arich thinks 
it is a crime to refer old people to 
other “experts” as if it is not the 
concern of the attending physician, 
especiaily as most elderly people 
will never follow through on such 
referrals. 


Over the years, the department 
has developed some other interest- 
ing programmes, including a day 
hospital, a special strike unit in co- 
operation with an orthopedics ward 
which includes intensive rebabilita- 
tion, and a special assessment unit 
for continence problems. The stress 
in every instance is on keeping the 
old people at home, declares Arich, 
and to that end, efforts are made to 
work with the community services 
with which his department is 
intertwined. - 

During his current visit to Israel, 
the visiting professor will spend the 
bulk of his time in Beersheba, with 
lectures planned in the Tel Aviv and 
Jerusalem area. Although he has 
been to Israel several times in the 
past, mostly to tour and visit rela- 
tives, this is his first official profes- 
sional visit here. He travels exten- 
sively, making some cight to 10 
visits abroad every year; this one 
will be one of his longest.

NOTHING compares with the deli- 
cious aroma and flavour of freshly 
baked bread —- especially when you 
have made it. Once over the initial 
hurdles and hesitation, you will find 
making bread a source of fun and 
satisfaction. 

The first choice of flour should be 
wholemeal as it contains fibre, mnin- 
erals and vital vitamins. Self-raising 
flour is not used for breads that con- 
tain yeast. 

Some information about yeast: It 
is a living substance that needs to be 


in a refrigerator. It can also be 
wrapped and frozen and used 
Straight from the freezer. Dried 
yeast, which does not require refrig- 
eration, will keep for months in a 


available that can be sprinkled (one 
packet per kilo) directly on the flour 
mixture, to which is added tepid 
water. 

Kneading the dough: This is a 
very important part of the bread- 
making process, necessary in order 
to mix the yeast thoroughly with the 
rest of the ingredients in order to 
insure even rising. Kneading also 
brings out the gluten content in the 
flour which gives the dough its 
elasticity. 

If the dough is sticky, knead with 
floured hands but do not add flour 
to the dough or sprinkle it on the 
table. 

After kneading, the dough must 
be left to rise. Leave in a bowl cov- 
ered with a damp cloth (to prevent a 
crust from forming) until the dough 
has doubled in size, then with a fist, 
knock the dough back to its original 
size, Knead by hand for a few min- 
utes to avoid excessive air bubbies in 
the bread. 


To ensure that all the ingredients: 


are evenly distributed and that the 
bread will have good texture, all 
loaves should be left - covered — to 
double in volume again before going 
into the oven. 

To avoid excessive rising and to 
kill the yeast and set the dough, the 
bread should be baked in a very hot 
oven for the first 15-20 minutes. 

Test the baked bread by tapping 
under the loaf -- it should sound 
hollow. ,

Polgat looks set to 


be bought by Clal

Polgat Industries Ltd.. Israel's 
largest textile company, may soon 
be bought out by the Clal Ltd. bold- 
ing company. 

‘Israel Pollack, Poigat’s chairman, 
confirmed last night that negotia- 
tions had begun to sell a “share” of 
his controlling stake in the company 
to Clal, but he refused to give any 
further details. Asked why he was 
selling, Pollack would only say: “We 
are looking for asother partner.” 

It is widely known in industry cir- 
cles, however, that Pollack, who is 
coming on in years, is worried about 
not having a successor to his textile 
empire. 

Although still not in the red, Pol- 
gat’s profitability has been deterio- 
rating sharply in the past year. The 
company has been inclined to blame 


this dowaturn on tbe frozen shekel- 
dollar exchange rate, although ex- 
perts claim mismanagement at virtu- 
ally all of its plants has been 
responsible. 

Ageravating its plight in recent 
months have been the disturbances 
in the territories, which have kept 
many of its Palestinian employees at 
home. Close to one-third of the 
workers at Polgat's main plant in 
Kiryat Gat are residents of Gaza. 

The current negotiations with 
Clal come as no surprise to most 

stock market observers, as Pollack 
has been selling large chunks of his 
shares over the past few months and

WASHINGTON has now found it necessary to enunciate once 
more the principle of “territory in exchange for peace” which 


must 


guide any negotiations for a solution of the festering 


Israel-Arab conflict. Addressing a closed forum of the foreign 


relations council, Secretary 


of State George Shultz is reported 


to have stated that unless Israel and the other parties accept 
this principle there was no point in becoming involved in a 
stepped-up, high-level U.S. Middle East peace initiative. 

Mr. Shultz said at the same time that at such peace negotia- 
tions Israel ought to be represented by a broad, national unity 
government, since one major party alone could not adopt — 
and presumably deliver — the difficult decisions which must 
result from an Israel-Arab peace conference. 

In stating these two basic premises as a precondition for 
renewing the peace process, the U.S. secretary of state seems 
to be undertaking a task that is not much easier than trying to 
square the circle. For it is unthinkable that Prime Minister 
Shamir would be able to deviate in advance from the principle 
held sacred by his Herut party of never ceding to another 
sovereignty any part of Judea, Samaria and the Gaza district — 


as well as the Golan Heights. 


Apparently unperturbed by the growing Palestinian uprising 
in the territories and in East Jerusalem and faced with mount- 
ing threats to his leadership from his rivals in Herut. Ariel 


Sharon and David Levy, Mr. Shamir can hardly be 


ed to 


commit himself to anything that would go much beyond a 
grossly belated and fairly meaningless, prolonged autonomy 


scheme. 


President Reagan’s Administration, and Mr. Shultz in par- 
ticular, have long been wary of becoming actively involved in a 
renewed peace process, primarily due to their reluctance to 
interfere in Israel’s major national debate regarding the future 
of the occupied territories. As long as the so-called status quo 
still seemed a viable option, the “do nothing” alternative was 
favoured by Washington. That in adopting such a passive 
stance the U.S. in fact encouraged Premier Shamir’s hard-line 
policy to the detriment of any progress towards a revived 

process did not seem to bother Washington too much. 

Now that, in Mr. Shultz's own words, the disturbances in the 
territories have underscored the urgency of moving ahead with 
the peace process, a far more resolute attitude is called for. 

The principle of “territory for peace” has long been accept- 
ed by a wide spectrum of Israel's body politic. The need to 
seek some sort of territorial compromise in exchange for a real 
peace settlement has even made some inroads in Mr. Shamir’s 
own party. In the wake of the ongoing insurrection in the 
territories also some of the settlers in Judea and Samaria no

it certain territorial concessions. 


Mr. Shultz is indeed serious in his determination to start a 
new American peace initiative that would commit both the 
next U.S. Administration and the government Israel will 
choose in its own elections this year, he must find a formula

Another message was reportedly 
received from the administration on 
Friday, reiterating the U.S. pledge 
that they will not “‘surprise” Shamir 
with hitherto unknown proposals 
and that all details of the peace plan 
will be worked out in “cooperation” 
with Israel. 

The differences over the “peace 
for territories” principle originate 
with the 1967 Security Council Res- 
olution 242 which speaks of “‘with- 
drawal of Israeli armed forces from 
territories occupied in the recent 
conflict” and of “termination of all 
claims or states of belligerency” by 
parties to the Arab-Israeli conflicts. 

Officials in the prime minister's 
bureau said last night that they be- 
lieve that by withdrawing from 95 
per cent of the Sinai. Israel had ful- 
filled its obligations under 242. Far- 
ther, they said, the term “withdraw- 
al” did not necessarily imply a total 
withdrawal of forces and abandon- 
ment of claims to sovereignty. 

But State Department officials 
said that Shultz will tell Shamir that 
the U.S. views 242 as binding on “‘all 
fronts.” . 

Despite its public expression of 
support for the American initiative, 
Labour leaders are sceptical about 

the plan's chances of success. Thus, 
politicians in both parties have said 
in recent days that the plan probably 
won't achieve anything in the way of 
peace — but might very well lead to a 
breakup of the national unity 
government. 

Shamir launched a blistering -- 
and uncharacterstic — personal at- 
tack on Peres on Friday morning. 
Asked in an interview with Israel 
Radio about the lack of coordina- 
tion between them, Shamir re~ 
sponded heatedly that “Every ex- 
pression of cooperation on my part 
is thrown in my face immediately. I 
show Mr. Peres a letter and after a 
few hours it is in the hands of all the 
reporters,” said Shamir.

Likud MK Dan Meridor, who re- 
turned from the U.S. on Friday after

Meridor objected to the U.S. pro-
